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Marion Couple Retell Asia Travels

Members of the Sippican Women's Club were 
transported to the far away lands of China, Vietnam, 
Cambodia, Laos and Thailand last Friday during a 
slideshow presentation of Harry and Pam Nor web's six 
week trip taken in the spring of 2011. The Norweb's are 
Marion residents. 

Wearing the beautiful silk garb of China, the 
pair chatted with the over 50 guests and members who 
came to hear details about their adventure of a lifetime. 
The talk followed a business meeting and luncheon, with 
sandwiches and dessert. A Chinese silk hand embroidered 
art piece featuring two swimming goldfish, framed by 
beautifully carved wood was an appropriate centerpiece 
for the serving table. 

Mr. Norweb joked about the vacation slideshows 
of old and said he had three more carousels of slides 
under a nearby chair, prompting people to laugh. He 
started the show with a photo of a man fast asleep in 
a chair with his mouth wide open and joked about the 
"cruel and unusual punishment'' in watching someone's 
vacation photos. But, the crowd was excited to see and 
learn more about the well planned and executed trip. 

Using a digital projector, Mr. Norweb said it was 
challenge to condense a six-week trip with thousands of 
photos into 45 minutes. 

"We left on March 14, 2011 on the longest trip 
we've ever taken," said Mr. Norweb. Most of the trip was 
on the RSSC Voyager, a cruise ship. A high school friend 
of the Norweb' s also went along on the trip. 

A talented photographer, Mr. Norweb had 
colorful images of outdoor markets with hanging fowl, 
fruits, vegetables, cooked food, live birds in cages and 
women selling goldfish in plastic bags. Other photos 
showed blocks of shops offering herbs, ginger, tinctures 
and other ingredients used in Chinese medicine. One 
featured a monk in orange flowing robes texting on his 
cellphone. 

Blond-haired Pam Norweb was stopped by 
several tourists in Beijing and asked to pose for photos, 
the Nor webs said. According to Mr. Norweb, many 
Chinese people save up and visit Beijing as their big 
vacation and many have never seen a westerner. Ms. 
Norweb obliged and, "her photo will endure in some 
women's scrapbook forever," he joked. 

The couple walked a section of the Great Wall of 
China, and found that the next day it was closed due to a 
sandstorm. A visit to Tiananmen Square required a walk 
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through an ex-ray machine and a metal detector. Viewing 
the Terra Cotta Warriors were also a highlight of the trip. 
"Three pits have been excavated so far and they are so 
vast and the sheer number of warriors was incredible," 
said Mr. Norweb. Other Chinese cities visited included 
Shanghai and Hong Kong. "Shanghai is sinking because 
there is no bedrock below it... it's a real problem," said 
Mr. Norweb. 

In Halong Bay Vietnam, a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site, the Norweb' s saw grottos and caves in 
the floating city, made up of 1,969 islands. "At night, the 
fishermen go out and fish for squid," said Mr. Norweb. 
Other cities visited included Saigon, where they took a 
rick-shaw ride. "It was a hair-raising experience, but a 
real hoot," said Mr. Norweb. 

After Vietnam, they traveled to Cambodia where 
they saw the Angkor Wat, which is a temple held up by 
trees. In Thailand, the couple was there for the New Year 
celebration and were invited to spend time with a local 
family. "Our rule was not to ask what was being offered 
for the meal, but to smile, be appreciative, and eat it," said 
Mr. Norweb. 

After the talk, Mr. Norweb answered questions.

various fun and serious moments run throughout the 
evening, night and early morning. Breakfast is served for 
participants. The event is supported in other ways by the 
ORR Drama Club, Mattapoisett Public Library and other 
local businesses who donate time or goods for the event. 

When asked how she got involved in the event, 
Ms. Ruel said that she wanted to give back, something 
her parents had taught her. ''When I moved back to 
town after ten years, I joined the committee to give 
back and got involved... three years later, I became the 
chairperson.'' Ms. Ruel explained that she has two aunts 
from both sides of her family that had breast cancer and 
both are survivors of more than ten years. "I got breast 
cancer in 2009. Later that year, after treatment, I was 
informed that I was cancer free with a less than 10 percent 
chance of return," said Ms. Ruel, who walks the track 
during the "Survivor Walk" portion of the event. 

The Tri-Town event is one of over 5,000 other 
Relay events across the country in celebrating those who 
have survived cancer and remembering those who lost 
their battle and to fight back against it. 

Last year was a record breaking year, with the 
Tri-Town group raising $83,535. Their goal had been 
$67,000. "We had 50 survivors (also a record for the Tri- 
Town), and 250 participants in total with 16 teams. The 
top fundraising teams included The Stack Pack, Team 
F.A.C.T., Loud & Clear, Loving Bees and Within Reach," 
she said. 

"Eighty-four cents of every dollar raised goes 
to fight back against all types of cancer," said Ms. Ruel. 
"We (American Cancer Society) are the ones that take the 
risk and support the young scientists, many of them in 
this area (Boston)... this is one of the reasons why I am so 
passionate about this organization." The American Cancer 
Society is the largest single non-profit organization in the 
world.

Fire Safety 

The Safe Way to Enjoy Your Fireplace 
By Lt. Patrick Saltmarsh 

It is never easy, nor comfortable to learn from 
others tragic mistakes. However, most of our current 
life safety building and fire codes are based on tragedy 
One recent tragedy that comes to mind occurred in 
Connecticut on Christmas morning when improperly 
discarded embers resulted in a fatal house fire. This 
devastating event could have been avoided, had fire 
safety guidelines been followed. 

Heating fires account for 36 percent of residential 
home fires in rural areas every year. More than one-third 
of Americans use fireplaces, wood stoves and other fuel-

fired appliances as primary heat sources in their homes. 
Unfortunately, many people are unaware of the fire risks 
when heating with wood and solid fuels. 

Keep the following fire safety precautions in mind 
this winter, and you will enjoy years of comfort from your 
stove or fireplace. 

Fireplace and Wood Stove Safety Tips: 

• Have your chimney or wood stove inspected 
and cleaned annually by a certified chimney specialist. 

• Clear the area around the hearth of debris, 
decorations and flammable materials. 

• Leave glass doors open while burning a fire. 
Leaving the doors open ensures that the fire receives 
enough air to ensure complete combustion and keeps 
creosote from building up in the chimney. 

• Close glass doors when the fire is out to keep 
air from the chimney opening from getting into the room. 
Most glass fireplace doors have a metal mesh screen, 
which should be closed when the glass doors are open. 
This mesh screen helps keep embers from getting out of 
the fireplace area. 

• Keep air inlets on wood stoves open, and never 
restrict air supply to fireplaces. Otherwise, you may cause 
creosote buildup that could lead to a chimney fire. 

• Use fire-resistant materials on walls around 
wood stoves. 

• Never use flammable liquids to start a fire. 

• Use only seasoned hardwood. Soft, moist wood 
accelerates creosote buildup. 

• Never burn cardboard boxes, trash or debris in 
your fireplace or wood stove. 

• Never leave a fire in the fireplace unattended. 
Extinguish the fire before going to bed or leaving the 
house.

the series, but needs to put forward $28 to purchase the 
briefing book and chip in for refreshments. 

Great Decisions allows exploration of issues 
that go beyond the headlines. Ms. Marum said she is 
especially looking forward to discussions on the Arab 
Spring - the pro-democracy uprisings that have toppled 
regimes in countries like Egypt and are significantly 
changing the Middle Eastern political landscape.

"It is the confluence of people 
and event and government situations that brought it 
together." She also noted the impact of the fall of Saddam 
Hussein on changing the dynamic of the region. 

As to whether or not enough Americans take 
the time to learn what is going on in the world, she said, 
"certain groups of Americans pay attention. . . there is a 
thirst for knowledge about foreign policy."

work or right after/' said board member Tom Magauran. 

The board reviewed the scope of the proposal for 
the consulting account for the Cumberland Farms project, 
which totals $4500. The monies are for Field Engineering, 
hired by the Town of Marion, to oversee and check on 
developments during the construction of the new two- 
story facility. 

Field Engineering represents the town in 
overseeing that what was proposed in the plan actually 
happens and works with the contractors to quickly 
resolve any issues arising during the construction. The 
representative for the town. Ken Motta, will visually 
inspect work being done and report back to the town. All 
of the funds in the account were provided by Cumberland 
Farms. 

In other business, the board discussed the 
Marion project proposed by the Buzzards Bay Habitat 
for Humanity (BBAHH) which will be located at 185 
Wareham Road. The Planning Board appointed board 
member Sherman Briggs to represent the board at 
meetings pertaining to the project. 

Board members discussed the original lot size of 
5,000 square feet, which was approved at Marion town 
meeting.

apartment built onto the home. 

'Tm interested in this area and think that 
there are quite a few people in this situation/' said 
Mr. Sweeney. The current by-law allows for an in-law 
apartment of 850 square feet. "That's too small... it should 
be around 1200 square feet...

Blanchette Will Not Seek Re-Election 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Roger Blanchette will not seek another term 
on the Marion Selectman Committee this spring, he 
announced at the Marion Board of Selectmen's January 17 
meeting. The selectman will be wrapping up his second 
three-year term. 

'Td like to congratulate you/' Chairman 
Jonathan Henry said, commenting on the "length'' and 
"depth" of Mr. Blanchette' s 26-year long service to the 
town, including terms on the Private Roads Committee, 
Housing Partnership Committee, Zoning Board of 
Appeals, and Finance Committee. 

"He is not someone who just showed up to the 
meetings. He is a decision maker and a mover and a 
shaker," Chairman Henry said. "You stepped up and 
made a difference in everything you did... clear and 
unequivocal." 

In commenting on his service to the town. 
Selectman Stephen Cushing said, "He always says the 
thing that everyone wants to say but won't say." 

"I can't think of anyone who has done the things 
you've done, not since I've been around," Chairman 
Henry told his fellow Selectman. 

As a main agenda item. Selectmen heard from 
Department of Public Works' Robert Zora, who brought 
in Shawn Syde and Robert Otoski from CDM Smith to 
discuss a comprehensive roadwork plan that would 
update sewer and drainage systems to reduce expensive 
and unnecessary water flow into the sewer system, and 
repave and design roadways in key parts of town. 

The "bottom up" project - with a conservatively 
(35 percent contingency included) estimated price tag of 
$27.34 million - would be phased out over 8 years. For 
work on central villages, the firm would halt construction 
during the busy summer season. 

Mr. Syde said a critical part of the project is 
reducing private water flow into the sewer system. 
He said one sump pump running for an average of 10 
minutes per hour would contribute 13,000 gallons of clean 
water to the system.

The firm said based on its inspections of 536 
buildings (81 percent of houses in the village) - its staff 
have located 44 private inflow sources. Mr. Syde said 
improvements to reroute water to the drainage system 
could save the town a minimum of $90,000. 

CDM suggested ironing out improper inflow, 
then repairing old pipes - some of which that are 100 
years old - and make improvements to the drainage 
system to reduce flooding. Finally the film would pave 
roads, and redo curbs, sidewalks, lighting and repaint 
streets. Areas affected include Main Street and the village. 
Pleasant Sreet, Front Street, and Spring Street. 

To get the project rolling, CDM Smith will be 
hosting a number of meetings this spring to garner input 
from local committee and the public, and ultimately 
to build up support for a green light to proceed at the 
upcoming Town Meeting. 

CDM said funding could come from the state 
through low interest loans and public works grants. 

The presentation did take Finance Committee 
Chairman Alan Minard off guard, who expressed concern 
about the fast pace in presenting the project at Town 
Meeting. 

'Tm confused. . . people in town will be confused. 
We've been digging up streets, appropriating money for 
other sewer improvements. We've already appropriated 
money to pave the very same streets. Now we have a 
massive program with little notice and huge amounts of

confusion/' he said. 

CDM officials promised that they will meet with 
each committee and more clearly delineate pre-existing 
sources of funding and current projects and how they fit 
into the proposal. 

"We will be bringing more info than we have 
right now/' Mr. Otoski said.

neighborhood, without the support from the Community 
Preservation Committee, and w^ithout any concern about 
how this purchase would impact parking on the private 
streets nearby.'' 

Ms. Amick said the association has spent $9,000 
contesting the purchase. 

The association particularly takes issue with 
MOSAC 's ability to acquire land without Town Meeting 
or Selectman approval. 

"We understand that the agency serves a purpose 
to the town, but feel it should have some transparency'' 
Ms. Amick said. "We'd like to see MOSAC operate like 
other boards." 

Although the Selectmen said they could not 
endorse or co-create the warrant articles, they encouraged 
the association to pursue their addition on the spring 
annual meeting town warrant. 

"If you are so into this that you want to do it, do 
it and do it correctly. . . at some point we may or may not 
support it... I really feel you should do it by yourselves," 
Selectman Blanchette said. 

Chairman Henry said endorsements typically 
take place on the town meeting floor. He said outright 
that he supports MOSAC but said town meeting approval 
on purchase "might be an appropriate thing."

ZBA Stands by Building Commissioner 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Adding to litigation already underway between 
Tabor Academy and the town regarding the school's 
failure to undergo a site review process for work 
on its new turf fields, the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals formally put its weight behind the Building 
Commissioner's denial of a permit for scoreboards at its 
January 12 meeting. 

Tabor Academy has 20 days to appeal the decision 
upon its receipt. 

Last October, Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey had denied Tabor Academy permits to construct 
three scoreboards at Hoyt Field because the school had 
not submitted to a site plan review. The school is also in 
litigation with the Board of Health due to its failure to 
provide adequate storm water management plans. 

While the courts are pushing the two parties 
toward mediation, ZBA Chairman Robert Wedge 
questioned whether that would solve the issues at hand. 
"The ZBA does not think [mediation] is appropriate

- either the Dover Amendment applies or it doesn't/' 
Under Massachusetts' Dover Amendment, academic 
institutions can bypass local zoning bylaws to construct 
facilities to provide their services. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten said that although the 
Dover Amendment provides some zoning exemptions to 
academic institutions, ''towns can still impose reasonable 
regulations, including setbacks." 

However, he said despite the ZBA's reservations, 
the Board of Selectmen are going to move forward with 
the mediation process with Tabor. 

"The mediation is nonbinding. Anything 
that happens will be protected by statute and not be 
disclosed," Atty. Witten said. 

As much as the Selectmen and other parties 
mediate, Atty. Witten said at the end of the day the ZBA is 
the defendant against Tabor Academy. 

"Only the ZBA can settle the case. At the end of 
the day, the buck stops here," he said. 

In other news, the ZBA discussed hearings set to 
begin on January 26 for Bay watch's modified affordable 
housing project - which will include two buildings with 
30 affordable units and 36 standalone non-affordable 
homes. 

Atty. Witten said the Selectmen have met 
with developers and are pushing for a modified plan 
that requires 25 percent of the free-standing units to 
be affordable. But Bay watch Realty is saying it is cost 
prohibitive at about a $500,000 loss, according to Mr. 
Wedge. 

Atty. Witten said that the town is planning to 
require financials, or pro forma, from the developer 
showing where the company is really at in terms of 
profitability. A town can legally ask for this information if 
a case is reaching closure. The Bay watch project proposal

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Options Considered on Pier Project 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Three options for the proposed Job's Cove Pier 
Project were presented to the Marion Conservation 
Commission at their meeting on Wednesday evening, 
January 11. The presentation followed recommendations 
and comments provided by board members at the prior 
meeting, held on December 28, 2011. 

Dave Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider 
Associates, along with John Ludes, presented the revised 
plans to the board. 

The original proposal was for a pier, 380 feet 
in length, with 12 pilings with a five-foot width, which

would have crossed the salt marsh in Job's Cove. 

The Notice of Intent, filed by Copper Medal 
LLC of 125-129 Converse Road requested permission to 
remove an existing solid-filled pier and construct a 380 
foot long, pile-supported, T-shaped association pier in 
Job's Cove with four gangways and four floats to service 
a total of eight homes (boats), consisting of four existing 
homes and four future single-family homes. 

The association consists of eight lots, of which 
three are vacant and for sale. Of the eight lots, four acre 
existing homes and one is a lot that has been purchased 
and will be built upon in the spring of 2012. 

The proposed pier will allow for eight slips, one 
for each homeowner in the association, for power boats 17 
feet and under. 

One of the three options proposed was to 
use remnants from an old pier, with only large rocks 
remaining, which would reduce the impact on shellfish 
and fragile marsh area. Another option placed the pier 
82 feet from the existing permitted 1/2 acre aquaculture 
farm, which has the option to expand north to a total of 
one acre. Another option placed the pier 95 feet from the 
farm. Lengths of the pier ranged from 258 to 303 feet, 
depending on the options presented. 

A letter from Marion Harbormaster Mike 
Cormier, with his recommendation on the options 
presented, will come this week for the board to consider. 

Mr. Davignon said that he was continuing to 
gather comments from all the committees and agencies 
involved in the proposal, including the Marion Planning 
Board and the MA Department of Fisheries, Army Corps 
of Engineers, National Heritage for Endangered Species 
and Coastal Zone Management Agency and others. 

The application was continued until January 25 at 
7:15 pm. 

The board also met with Rich Riccio of Field 
Engineering and Jay Hiller for an appointment with 
PNH Realty Trust (Hiller Dodge), 635 Mill Street, for a 
discussion regarding proposed improvements to the site. 
At issue was an expired Order of Conditions and a small 
addition for a covered area for customers to get in and out 
of vehicles in inclement weather, a condition required by

the Dodge brand. A pavement improvement was included 
in the plans. 

Mr. Hiller and Mr. Riccio presented the plans, 
dated from 2006 and proposed steps to close out the 
expired order, which involved a reconfirmation of 
wetland lines and to attend to the size of the retention 
pond to the rear of the property. Berms will be installed to 
contain run-off from the property. A new Notice of Intent 
will be filed after the wetland lines and retention pond 
issues are resolved. 

Next up was the continuation of the proposal by 
Bay Watch Realty Trust for a Notice of Intent at Lots 27- 
29 off Front Street (Route 105) to construct an affordable 
housing complex under Chapter 40B with associated 
parking areas, on-site and off-site utility connections, 
storm water management infrastructure and related 
mitigation measures. 

The board said they had an undated letter 
mentioning recent flagging of wetlands and staking on 
the property, but because no one from Bay Watch Realty 
Trust attended the meeting, the board voted to continue 
the hearing until 7:30 on January 25, 2012. 

In other business, the board voted to approve 
minutes of the December 14 and 28, 2011 meetings, with 
minor changes. 

The board also approved an expense of $110 
for N. Hills to attend the March 3, 2012 Massachusetts 
Conservation Commission Annual Conference in 
Worcester, MA.

"As you look at what those increases are, about 
$302,000 come from health insurance increases and the 
Plymouth County retirement assessment for non-teaching 
personnel,'' he said. With a projected increase of $221,013 
for health insurance and $81,299 for retirement next year, 
"there are very little program changes and additions," the 
superintendent explained. 

"This is a draft, something we are working on 
readily. There will be several different changes as we 
move through this process and bring the budget to the 
different towns," Mr. White added. 

At the meeting, the ORR teachers' union - the Old 
Rochester Professional Educators Association - made a 
special visit to the school committee with picket signs in 
response to stalled contract negotiations. 

The ORR teachers' three-year contract originally 
expired on August 31, 2011 - but the lack of consensus 
prompted the school committee to extend it for 60 days 
to October 31, 2011. However, the lack of progress on the 
negotiations spurred the school committee to petition the 
Division of Labor to supply an impartial mediator to help 
both sides reach an agreement. 

The average salary of ORR teachers is $64,649 
(for 2009-2010 school year), compared to $68,781 for the 
state - according to the MA Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education. Currently ORR teachers' health 
insurance is reimbursed at 80 percent, compared to 50 
percent for Marion and Rochester elementary school 
teachers and 75 percent for Mattapoisett educators. 

At the beginning of the school committee 
meeting, the teachers did not speak but held signs reading 
"Please Come Back to the Table!", "Reasonable Health 
Care, Realistic Salary, Respectful Process" and "Our 
Rights Respected!" 

"We are as eager to complete the negotiations 
process as you are," said Chairman Dr. Peter Bangs to 
the teachers. "As you are well aware, we have sought 
mediation. The reasoning of the school committee is that 
we felt we're not making progress. We have felt the tenor 
of the negotiations is less than friendly, let's say. The last 
thing the school committee wants is a wedge between the 
school committee and teachers," he said.

Back to the Table'', Dr. Bangs answered, ''We have no 
intention of leaving the table. . . We are not trying to delay 
the contract." 

In a discussion later during the meeting initiated 
by committee member James O'Brien - who wondered 
how the negotiations issues are affecting the school - 
both principals said the moods of the schools remain 
unchanged. 

In other news. Superintendent Doug White said 
he is working to acquire a $500,000 innovation grant to 
help schools on a regional level systematically deliver 
technology services. He said he would know by mid- 
February if these efforts pay off. 

In his report. Facilities Manager Steve Murphy 
said his staff discovered a cold water crossover into hot 
water system, which was causing the gas heater to expend 
more energy. 

To handle the problem and build a more efficient 
system in the process, Mr. Murphy said he plans to run 
separate hot water systems in the kitchen, junior high and 
kitchen by installing an additional recirculation pump. He 
expects the costs will be paid back within one year due to 
energy savings. Also, Mr. Murphy reported that ORR has 
entered into a new utility contract. 

In other business: 

• Food Service Director Caitlyn Meagher reported 
that participation in the food service program ran at about 
50 percent in December - about 3 percent less than last 
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year during the same month. Her report showed that the 
program is projected to bring in a profit of $21,484.22 by 
the end of the year. 

• The committee approved a number of 
changes to the 2012-2013 Program of Studies - including

Program of Studies, as well. First and foremost, the 
popular Creative Writing I and Creative Writing II classes 
have been changed from full-year to half-year electives. 
The school no longer offers Art II; instead, students 
will progress from Art I to Art Major.

Technology Department, a number of classes have been 
renamed or replaced. Pre-Engineering was renamed as 
Introduction to Engineering.

Other than those aforementioned changes, the 
2012-2012 Program of Studies remains exactly the same.

In some cases, teachers are still trying to cram even 
more material into the last few days of the semester.

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Obituaries: 

Thomas Edward Linzee, Sr., 89, of Marion, MA, died 
Friday, January 6th, 2012 at the Bourne Manor Care Facil- 
ity. Mr. Linzee was bom January 4, 1923 in Boston, MA, the 
son of John William Linzee and Grace Hyacenth (Moore). He 
was the 3rd of four children including Mrs. Theadora Whit- 
taker and his late brothers John William and Robert Bernard. 
He leaves Elizabeth Yvonne (Howard) Linzee, his wife of 
68 years, their four children: Thomas Jr. and his wife Roe of 
Fairhaven, MA; Gail and her husband Frank Reitter of Natick, 
MA; George and his wife Jean of Stony Brook, NY; and Carol 
Anne and her husband Stephen Chan of San Diego, CA. He 
also leaves six grandchildren and six great-grandchildren. 

A graduate of Brighton HS '40 and Cambridge Academy 
'41, Mr. Linzee attended Colby College until he enlisted in 
the Army Air Corps on December 11, 1942. On October 23rd, 
1943, He and Elizabeth Howard were married near his training 
base in Laredo, Texas. After rising to the rank of Tech Staff 
Sergeant and receiving his training as a radioman on a B- 17 
crew, he shipped over to Knettishall, England where he arrived 
on September 10, 1944 for over six months of combat duty 
with the 388th Bomber Group (H) of the 8th Air Force. During 
that time, he participated in 25 harrowing bomber missions 
over Europe many times as the lead radioman for his group. 

On his last mission on December 24th, his B-17 "MY 
HONEY" was hit simultaneously over Germany by three 
anti-aircraft blasts, one of which struck directly below his 
radio room in the plane. Wounded and stunned, he still assisted 
in trying to put out fires and to radio critical target informa- 
tion back to headquarters while his pilot somehow turned 
the crippled plane around and headed them back to the front 
lines. After flying the burning aircraft for twenty minutes, the 
call for all to bail out was given when they had crossed into 
Belgium. As the last crewmember to bail out of the Flying 
Fortress, Sergeant Linzee felt the shock wave when the plane 
exploded a few seconds later. He and his crew landed in a 
frozen field in the middle of the Battle of the Bulge where they 
were fortunately picked up under enemy fire by an American 
armored vehicle. After surgery to remove shrapnel from his 
knee, he and his crew returned to England in another damaged 
B-17 that barely made it over the cliffs of Dover and collapsed 
after landing at an emergency air field. Back in America, it 
was reported that Linzee was "missing in action" until his wife 
Elizabeth eventually received a letter from him that he was still 
alive. Airman Linzee was reunited with his wife when he 
returned to the United States in February 1945 when he met his 
first son, Thomas Jr., who had been bom while he was over- 
seas. For his combat service, he was awarded a Purple Heart, 
an Air Medal with three Oak Leaf Clusters (one for every six 



missions), a caterpillar pin (for bailing out), and a "Lucky 
Bastards Club" certificate for completing 25 missions. 

After four months treatment for post combat shock 
syndrome, Mr. Linzee returned to college in September 1945 
and earned a BS in Business Administration from Boston 
University in August, 1948. In 1950, he moved his family to 
Long Island, NY where they settled down in the village of 
Port Jefferson after he had found employment as an insurance 
adjuster for General Motors. He then worked as a car sales- 
man for a local dealership, as a research and development 
planner for Republic Aviation, a part-owner of the Smithtown 
Riding and Tennis Club, a construction superintendent's aide 
at SUNYStony Brook, and as a boat builder for Sumnercraft 
and Knutson's Boat Yard. He then spent 18 years as a legal aid 
interviewing and advising patients for the NY State Supreme 
Court's Mental Hygiene Legal Division from which he retired 
in 1990. Shortly before, his wife "Betty" retired after 27 years 
of service with Long Island Savings Bank as a Vice President 
and Port Jefferson branch manager. She also served for 15 
years on the Port Jefferson Village Zoning Board of Appeals. 

While living in Port Jefferson, Mr. Linzee served as Ward 
Captain and Chairman of the North Shore Republican Club 
and as an active member of the Port Jefferson Station Lion's 
Club. He and his wife enjoyed sailing in the Raven One-design 
fleet and their Pearson 30 cruising sloop and were members of 
the Setauket Yacht Club for 30 years. 

A memorial service was held at the Chapman, Cole, & 
Gleason Funeral Home located at 2599 Cranberry Highway 
(Rte. 28) in Wareham, MA 02571 at 4 PM, Saturday, January 
14th, 2012. 

In lieu of flowers, donations in his name may be sent to 
and made out to the 388th Bomb Group Association, Inc for 
its "Project Ultimate Sacrifice" (please footnote this on the 
check), care of Treasurer Tom Dennis Jr. at 5753G Santa Ana 
Canyon Road #438, Anaheim, CA 92807.

Mattapoisett Drug Sting Leads to Arrest 

Mattapoisett Police arrested Nicholas Carnazza 
of Marion after a one-month drug investigation. During 
this investigation, undercover narcotic officers facilitated 
controlled purchases of 30 mg Oxycodone pills from 
Mr. Carnazza on several occasions. Carnazza was also 
observed on multiple occasions engaging in hand to hand 
drug transactions. These transactions were observed 
within the Tri-Town area and at the University of 
Massachusetts, Dartmouth. 

Mattapoisett Police obtained three search 
warrants. These search warrants included Carnazza' s 
dorm at UMass Dartmouth, Carnazza' s person and 
Carnazza' s 2006 Toyota Avalon. On November 18, 2011, 
Mattapoisett Police attempted to stop Mr. Carnazza

Force. This collaborative effort enabled the Mattapoisett 
Police to conduct a thorough investigation across 
jurisdictional boundaries. Working with the Task Force 
increases the resources available for such investigations.

This allows Mattapoisett Police narcotic 
officers to conduct investigations throughout both 
Plymouth and Bristol County.

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The Moderate Parent 
Books: A Lifelong Love 
Affair

I love books. I love 
to read. For as long as I can 
remember, there was no greater 
thrill than that of a new, crisp 
book. Yes, I would borrow 
from the library when I was 
younger, but as an English 
major in college, I was woefully 
impractical when it came to 
spending and books. I liked 
buying my books new. I knew I would want 
to keep them for my library later, and I 
loved watching the book get increasingly 
dog-eared, worn and tattered. I loved the 
sound and feel of a binding cracking for 
the first time as I approached the mid- 
point of a novel. 

In those days, I was a purist. 
Audiobooks weren't ''reading''. The 
Kindle was a decade off, but I would 
have scoffed at that, too. 

And now, I love my Kindle and 
will spend a long car ride listening to a 
Sherlock Holmes story (if the kids don't 
protest too much, of course). 

I want so desperately for my kids 
to love reading as much as I do. I want them 
to know what it's like to love a literary 
character like you love a real friend 
- Anne Shirley, Elizabeth Bennett, Harry 
Potter, Ron Weasley Hermione Granger, 
Scout and Atticus Finch, Meg Murray, 
Andy Dufresne - if you recognize any 
of these names and love them too, then 
you know what I'm talking about. 

So I did reading (of course!) on 
the subject and found that the best way 
to encourage reading comes in two 
parts. First, you have to read to your 
kids (no surprise there) for 20 minutes 
or more a day. We usually read at bedtime 
Second, you have to let your kids see you read 

According to some studies, children 
were more likely to read when they saw their 
parents enjoying a book. Kids model their 
parents' behavior, and reading becomes the 
standard when parents enjoy their books. 

My 15-month old currently likes to chew 






on board books. She favors Sandra Boynton books, so 
I'm assuming those taste the best. My four-year-old, on 
the other hand, is in the middle of the same literary kick 
that I was on in kindergarten - Berenstain Bears. 

Ah, yes, Berenstain Bears. The series follows a 
family of bears - Mama Bear, Papa Bear, Brother Bear, 
Sister Bear, and in the later books (which I consider 
somewhat apocryphal) there 
is a new addition to the family 
named Honey Bear. 
Hazel is captivated by the books 
the same way I was when I was 
little. She loves the illustrations. 
She loves watching the bears 
learn lessons after their naughty 
indiscretions. She loves the way 
the story wraps up nice and tidy 
at the end. I love reading them 
to her and reminiscing about my 
own parents reading to me when 
I was a kid.

I can't 
wait until my girls are older and we can 
talk about all these characters that I met 
when I was their age - characters that 
don't ever seem to age.

The Iron Lady. Starring Meryl Streep and Jim Broadbent. 
Directed by Phyllida Lloyd. Running time: 104 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

From certain angles, Meryl Streep is almost 
unrecognizable as Margaret Thatcher in The Iron Lady. 
Mostly it's the teeth — those aggressive Thatcher chop- 
pers, snapping men and syllables in half, often at the 
same time. (Sometimes it's also the old-age 
make-up, which in some scenes under dim 
lighting looks glaringly caked on.) Streep 
has some touching moments in the movie, 
when Thatcher is old and addled, hallucinat- 
ing the presence of her long-dead husband 
Denis (Jim Broadbent). These scenes have a 
simple and basic power: she could be any 
old woman pining for her lost love, lost san- 
ity, lost youth. But she isn't any old woman 
— she's Margaret Thatcher. And the movie, 
written by Abi Morgan and directed by Phyl- 
lida Lloyd, tries hard to locate the humanity 
in a public figure of whom Elvis Costello 
memorably sang, "When they finally put you 
in the ground /I'll stand on your grave and 
tramp the dirt down." (Costello is still waiting; out of of- 
fice twenty years now, Thatcher turned 86 last year.) 

The Iron Lady is a bit confused. It celebrates 
Thatcher's strength as a woman making a go of it in male- 
dominated politics, but seems to regret that it had to be 
this woman. Thatcher, who came from a humble working- 
class background, seemed to fetishize pulling oneself up 
by one's bootstraps, which is fine unless you're too poor 
to have bootstraps, or boots. Anyway, liberal feminists 
watching Thatcher being sneeringly debated by Liberal 
party members (photographed to look piggish and sexist, 
though at that point they're denouncing her policies, not 
her gender) may feel a bit of dissonance. The film doesn't 
seem all that interested in the things Thatcher said and 
did as Prime Minister; its heart is in the later scenes of 
loneliness, but the tone is so wobbly that I don't know 
whether we're meant to take pity on a suffering old per- 
son or take pleasure in her downfall. 






Streep dominates, and Broadbent pops in to 
comfort or taunt from beyond the grave. Here and there, 
reliable farceurs like Richard E. Grant and Anthony 
Stewart Head show up, plotting or being humiliated; it's 
a pity Michael Sheen couldn't drag out his Tony Blair 
one more time, but whatever. Phyllida Lloyd (who also 
directed Streep in Mamma Mia) mainly sticks to the stately 
rhythms of a conventional biopic, with odd little shards of 
absurdity, including two separate uses of the doofus punk 
band Notsensibles' single "I'm in Love with Margaret 
Thatcher." The mood, I think, would like to get close to 
half -admiration, half -satire, as in Ed Wood or The People Vs. 
Larry Flynt. But some of the scenes of old Thatcher wob- 
bling around her bleak gray house, chasing after voices 
in other rooms that may or may not be real, 
are poised between tragedy and comedy in a 
way that might strike even Elvis Costello as 
cruel. The filmmakers haven't come to any 
conclusion about Thatcher or, indeed, why 
they made a movie about her, and Streep, in 
the political scenes, scrupulously acts Thatch- 
er's defiance in the abstract but doesn't, or 
can't, bring much conviction to what she's 
actually saying. 

In brief, the split between Thatcher the 
private person and Thatcher the politician 
isn't dramatized or even comprehended. 
How someone from a working-class back- 
ground goes on to become a person widely 
noted for her lack of compassion for the 
unemployed is well beyond this movie. And 
I hate to say it, but the device of gathering the splinters of 
an elderly person's memories was handled with far more 
poetry in Bill Condon's Gods and Monsters, whose openly 
gay protagonist James Whale may have fashioned a tart 
rejoinder to Thatcher's complaint "Children who need 
to be taught to respect traditional moral values are being 
taught that they have an inalienable right to be gay." (If 
you're waiting for Meryl Streep to deliver that line and 
still come off as a poignant figure in decline, you have 
a long wait in store — the movie neglects, among other 
things, the noxious and bigoted Section 28.) The Iron Lady 
is not in love with Margaret Thatcher, nor does it yearn 
to tramp the dirt down. It scatters some banalities about 
misunderstood powerful women, floats the notion that 
Thatcher was a different kind of feminist, then pulls back, 
then floats, then pulls back. The dithering becomes irritat- 
ing. What's next — an is-she-crazy-or-just-too-bold biopic 
of Sarah Palin or Michele Bachmann?
